DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on March 20, 2009, the examiner has 
carefully considered the amendments. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on March 20, 2009. These drawings are acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -1 0, 1 6-22, and 24-41 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior 
art, alone or in combination, fails to teach a polymeric colored dispersant as instantly 
claimed having the selected B linking moieties and a X group that is branched or linear 
C50 to C200 polymeric hydrocarbon chain. Nor does the prior art, alone or in 
combination, teach a colorant dispersant comprising at least about 45% of a colorant 
and the above listed colored polymeric dispersant or a printing ink comprising the 
same. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
